The beginning of the investigation 
Which lea finally to the sondemna- 
tion of King was when an Indian lad 
on the reserve noticed that “the 
white man’s dog would not follow 
him” and remarked this to others of 
the tribe.

| Edward Hayward, as the man they 
} had seen in the company of King in 
| this city; Indian witnesses from fhe 
|reserve identified the photograph as 
| that of the man they had seen with 

King at Lesser Slave Lake; Chas. 
Hayward identified articles found in 
the slouch as having belonged to his 
brother and Dr. Primrose gave evi- 
dence supporting the contention of 
the Crown that the remains found 
lin the fire were those of a human be- 
jing. The scientist, the policeman, the 
business man and fhe native were 
|thus united in weaving the net which 
jenclosed the prisoner.
